CONNECTING POWER 

Using Batteries 

Your radio requires six D batteries (not sup- 
plied) for power. For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend RadioShack 
alkaline batteries.

Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type.

Press the battery compartment cover 
tabs in the direction of the arrows and pull 
the cover open.

Your radio might cause TV or radio interfer- 
ence even when it is operating properly. To 
determine whether your radio is causing the 
interference, turn off your radio. If the interfer- 
ence goes away, your radio is causing it. Try 
to eliminate the interference by: 

• moving your radio away from the receiver 

• connecting your radio to an outlet that is 
on a different electrical circuit frem the 
receiver 


2. Place three D batteries in the lower level 
ef the battery compartment, en tep of the 
ribbon, and three D batteries on top of the 
first three batteries, matching the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and set AC/DC on the 
back of radio to DC. 

When the sound becomes weak or distorted 
or the radio stops operating properly, replace 
the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose ef old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury them.

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the 
FCC requires that you stop using your radio.

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Using AC Power 

You can power the radio using the attached 
AC power cord. 

1 . Remove the battery cempartment cover. 

2. Pull out the AC power cord from the 
upper level of the compartment. 

3. Route the pewer cord through the slot on 
the battery compartment cover and 
replace the cover. 

4. Set AC/DC to AC. 

5. Plug the power cord into a standard AC 
outlet. 

Caution: To prevent electric shock, one plug 
blade is wider than the other. If you cannot 
easily insert the plug, turn it over and try 
again. Do not force it. The plug fits only one 
way. 

CONNECTING AN EXTERNAL 
ANTENNA 

For AM Reception 

Your radio has a built-in AM antenna for re- 
ception of strong, local broadcasts. For the 
best AM reception, rotate the radio to the posi- 
tien that provides the best reception. 

For improved reception, you can connect an 
external AM antenna. Your local RadioShack 
store has a wide selection of AM antennas. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screw on the AM EXT. ANT. (external 
antenna) terminal en the back of radio. 

2. Slide the external antenna’s connector 
underneath the screw head and tighten 
the screw. 

For FM Reception 

Yeur radio has a telescoping antenna for FM 
reception. For improved receptien, you can 
connect an external FM antenna. Your local 


RadioShack store has a wide selection of FM 
antennas. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screws on the external antenna terminals 
en the back of radio. 



Connect an FM 75-ohm cable to the FM 
EXT. ANT.ysn terminals. 

Connect an FM 300-ohm cable to the FM 
EXT. ANT. 300£1 terminals. 

2. Slide the metal strip marked ROD ANT. ON 
to the right. This disconnects the tele- 
scoping antenna. 

3. Slide the external antenna’s connecters 
underneath the screw heads and tighten 
the screws. 

LISTENING SAFELY 

To protect your hearing, follow these guide- 
lines when you use an earphone. 

• Set the volume to the lowest level before 
you begin listening. After you begin listen- 
ing, adjust the volume to a comfortable 
listening level. 

• De net listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended high-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase 
it. Over time, your ears adapt to the vol- 
ume level, so a volume level that does 


not cause discomfort might stiii damage 
your hearing. 

Traffic Safety

motor vehicie or riding a bicycie. This can 
cause a traffic hazard and is iiiegai in some 
areas. 

Even though some earphones let you hear 
outside sound when listening at normal vol- 
ume levels, they still can present a traffic haz- 
ard. 

CARE 

Keep the radio dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the radio only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the 
radio carefully; do not drop it. Keep the radio 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new.
